AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 


The past month commenced with 
the heaviest mist and thickest fog ever 
remembered this country, and 
lasted longer time than fogs mists 
are accustomed hover over the Bri- 
tish islands. this weather succeed- 
the most severe and intense frost, 
and prodigious falls snow ever re- 
collected, which have impeded the pur- 
suits agriculture through nearly the 
whole last month. The farmer has 
never been more completely excluded 
from field-employ the extremes 
weather, the snow lying too deep 
admit the accustomed winter im- 

rovements the has also 
ocked from consumption the green 
products the earth, and caused large 
draughts made upon the dry 
food the farm-yard. These urgent 
demands have directed the farmer’s at- 
tention more his barn-employ than 
any preceding season. 

The covering snow will, however, 
very beneficial the wheat 
which generally stood need 
check their luxuriance and the fal- 
lows will receive ample share be- 
nefit from the same cause, producing 
fine and friable moulds for the ap- 
proaching seed season. 

Cattle crops, turnips, cabbage, &c. 
are uncertain state, dependent 
upon the thaw, for the degree da- 
mage they may sustain and, usual, 
very few growers have had the precau-

Sowing not having become general 
till towards the end March, good 
deal barley still remains 
into the ground.

autumn and winter sown wheat. The 
present appearance the wheat crop 
many situations means fa- 
vourable, and very little could sown 
spring. The mild showery weather 
April has produced rapid 
tion, and cultivated herbage and pas- 
tures are somewhat more forward than 
usual this period. The immense 
loss turnips, the uncommon se- 
verity last winter, has thus been 
fortunately but little felt. Yellow and 
Swedish turnips, which, though par- 
tially injured, have suffered much 
less degree than the common kinds, 
must future highly appreciated. 

Corn markets continued almost stea- 
dy, till about month ago; and 
er’s meat was gradually advancing. 
The glorious occurrences the con- 
tinent have since that time occasioned 
general stagnation the home corn 
trade and both fat and lean cattle 
have price considerably.

AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

Until the third week July, the 
weather, since the date our last 
number, was singularly cold and unge- 
nial for the and only 
within the Jast fortnight that have 
had either refreshing showers, the 
warmth summer. The extreme 
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drought has been exceedingly favour- 
able cleaning and pulverizing turnip 
summer fallows latter were 
probably never finer tilth aay 
season. But from the same cause, the 
hay crop universally light—perhaps 
not more than half average one; 
pastures have kept little and 
straw, there reason fear, will not 
nearly abundant was last 
year. 

the growing crops, wheat, upon 
rich deep soils, promises the 
best but upon thin clays and burning 
sands, and generally all sorts in- 
ferior land, will not nearly 
average crop. The appearance bar- 
ley not unfavourable. But oats, 
almost every situation, will deficient 
both corn and straw. Beans and 
pease look tolerably well. 
where, harvest will later than 
was last year ten days fort- 
night. late rains have greatly 
improved the appearance all the 
corn crops, well potatoes and 
turnips; for the last which they 
have been peculiarly seasonable. The 
orchards, which April gave the pro- 
mise abundance, have suffered 
much the subsequent frosts, that 
Scotland, their produce will not 
equal half average crop. 

Corn markets have fluctuated but 
little for these three months. Prices 
are rather but the stock 
hand abundant, independent 
continued importation, that nothing 
but very unfavourable harvest can 
occasion any material advance.

jor-General Ross effected disembark- 
ation the morning the 12th 
September, near North Point, the 
left point the Patapsco River, dis- 
tant from Baltimore about thirteen 
miles, with the view pushing re- 
connoissance, co-operation with the 
naval forces, that town, and act- 
ing thereon the enemy’s strength 
and positions might found dic- 
tate. 

The approach this side Balti- 
more lies through small peninsula 
formed the Patapsco and Black 
River, and generally from two three 
miles broad, while narrows some 
places less than half mile. 

Three miles from North Point the 
enemy had entrenched himself quite 
across this neck land, towards which 
(the disembarkation having been 
pleted early hour) the troops ad- 

The enemy was actively employed 
the completion this work, deep- 
ening the ditch, and strengthening its 
front low abbattis, both which, 
however, precipitately abandoned 
the approach our skirmishers, 
leaving our hands some few dra- 
goons, being part his rear guard. 

About two miles beyond this post 
our advance became engaged; the 
country was here closely wooded, and

under the cloak friendship, had ad- 
vanced far that city, being 
presage what that heroic popula- 
tion would one day perform for their 
King, and for their honour, and giving 
that which the other parts 
the kingdom have nobly followed: 
since that day, determined 
royal mind reply sentiments 
loyal, and satisfy the great obliga- 
tions which king under towards his 
subjects, dedicate whole time 
the discharge such august func- 
tions, and repair the evils which the 
pernicious influence favourite had 
caused the preceding reign.

But these 
Cortes, assembled manner never 
used Spain, even the most ar- 
duous cases, the most turbu- 
lent times the minorities Kings, 
which the Assembly Procurators 
were wont, more numerous 
than the common and ordinary 
Cortes, were not called the States 
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the Nobility and Clergy, although the 
Central Junta had ordered, this 
Decree having been artfully conceal- 
from the Council Regency, and 
also the fact that the junta had assign- 
the Presidency the Cortes, 
prerogative the crown which the 
Regency would not have left the 
decision the Congress, had 
been acquainted therewith. conse- 
quence this, every thing remain- 
the disposal the Cortes who, 
the very day their installation, 
and way commencement their 
acts, despoiled sovereignty, 
which the same deputies had only 
little before ascribing 
nominally the nation, order 
appropriate themselves, and then, 
upon such usurpation, dictate 
the nation such laws they pleased, 
imposing upon the yoke which 
should receive them compulsorily ina 
new Constitution, which the deputies 
established without authority the 
provinces, people, juntas, and with- 
out the knowledge those provinces, 
which were said represented 
substitutes from Spain and the Indies. 
This Constitution they sanctioned and 
published first attack 
upon the prerogatives the throne, 
abusing the name the nation, be- 
came, were, the basis many 
other attacks which followed it; and 
spite the repugnance many 
deputies, perhaps the majority, 
they were adopted and raised the 
rank laws, which they called funda- 
mental, means the shouts, threats, 
and those who attended 
the galleries the Cortes, with which 
they alarmed and terrified; and that 
which was truth the work fac- 
tion, was clothed with tlie specious 
mask the general will, and tor such 
will, that few seditious persons, 
who Cadiz, and afterwards Ma- 
drid, occasioned affliction all good 
citizens, made their own pass. 
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facts are notorious, that there 
scarcely any one who ignorant 
them; and the very Diaries the 
Cortes furnish ample proof 
mode making laws foreign 
the Spanish nation, gave occasion 
alteration the good laws under 
which, other times, was respect- 
and happy. truth, almost all 
the forms the ancient constitution 
the monarchy were innovated up- 
on; and, copying the revolutionary and 
democratic principles the French 
constitution 1791, they sanctioned, 
not the fundamental laws moderate 
monarchy, but those go- 
vernment, with chief, magistrate, 
their mere delegated executor, and 
not king, although they gave him 
that name, deceive and the 
unwary and the nation. Under the 
same want liberty this new 
tution was signed and sworn to; and 
known all, not only what pass- 
with regard the respectable 
Bishop Orense, but also the punish- 
ment with which those were threat- 
ened who refused sign and swear 
it.

The allied sovereigns consider 
the union Norway Sweden 
one the bases the new system 
equilibrium, branch indemnities 
any other. 

The events which latterly occurred 
Norway, the opposition which the 
decision found there, and 
the resolution which his highness has 
taken put himself the head 
that opposition, determined the allies 
Sweden take the necessary steps 
for effecting the union Norway.

Declaration. 


Frederick Augustus, the grace 
God, King Saxony, Duke 
Warsaw, &c. 

have just learned with lively 
feelings grief that our kingdom 
Saxony has been provisionally oc- 
cupied the troops his Prussian 


majesty.—Firmly resolved never se- 
parate our fate from that our peo- 
filled with confidence the jus- 
tice and magnanimity the allied 
sovereigns, and intending join their 
alliance soon had the means 
doing so, determined, after the 
battle Leipsic, there await the 
conquerors. But the sovereigns re- 
fused hear us. were compelled 
depart from our states, and proceed 
Berlin. His Majesty the Emperor 
Russia made known 
us, that from Saxony 
was dictated only military inte- 
rests, and his majesty the same time 
invited repose him entire con- 
fidence. also received from their 
Majesties the Emperor Austria, 
and the King Prussia, affecting 
proofs interest and sensibility. 
were consequence enabled che- 
rish the hope, that soon these 
military considerations ceased opé- 
rate, should reinstated our 
rights and restored our dear sub- 


Far, however, from cre- 


diting the reports circulated with re- 
gard the fate our states since 
the epoch the peace Paris, 
place entire confidence the justice 
the allied monarchs, though 
impossible penetrate the motives 
the proceedings which they have pur- 
sued towards us. The conservation 
and consolidation legitimate dynas- 
ties was the grand object the war 
which has been happily terminated 
the coalesced powers accordingly re- 
eatedly proclaimed the most so- 
emn manner, that, far removed from 
every plan conquest and aggran- 
disement, they had only view the 
restoration the rights and liberties 
Europe. Saxony, particular, 
received the most positive assurances, 
that her integrity would maintain- 
ed. That integrity essentially includes 
the conservation the dynasty for 
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which the nation has publicly mani- 
fested its constant and the 
unanimous wish re-united its 
The inviolability our 
rights and those our house the 
well and-justly-acquired inheritance 
our ancestors, acknowledged. Our 
speedy reinstatement ought the 
consequence thereof. should 
wanting the most sacred duties to- 
wards our royal house, and towards 
our people, were remain silent 
under the new measures projected 
against our states moment when 
are entitled expect their restitu- 
tion. The intention manifested 
the court Prussia, provisionally 
occupying our Saxon states, compels 
forearm our well-founded rights 
against such step, and solemnly 
protest against the consequences which 
may drawn from such measure.— 
before the congress Vienna, 
and the face all Europe, that 
discharge this duty, signing these 
presents with our hand, and the 
same time publicly reiterating the de- 
claration, communicated some time 
ago the allied courts, that will 
never consent the cession the 
states inherited from our ancestors, and 
that will never accept any indem- 
nity equivalent that may offered 
us.
